ome things never change. 
Penn’s mighty Kingsman up- 
held their longstanding tradition of 
being the NIC powerhouse by main- 
|taining their undefeated record for 
five regular seasons. 

Some were skeptical of just how 
| well the varsity would do this season 
after such an outstanding season last 
year. But with the traditional deter- 
mination the Kingsman rose to the 
challenge. Last season’s “Hogs” re- 
jturned with the addition of junior 
| Adam Kane filling the gap at 6’5” and 

240 Ibs. at left tackle and senior Scott 
Swanson holding the center at 6’3” 
jand 258 lbs. 

The offensive line held opponents 
at bay and opened up the field for 
senior running back Jeremy Lowery to 
blast his way to a total of 1,088 yards 
jrushing for regular season. Junior 
Brent Baldwin led the offense at quar- 
terback, showing tremendous skill as 
he seemed always to find his receivers 
for a firstdown strike. 

On the defensive side the Penn 
“Wild Bunch” devastated area teams 
with their deadly combination of 
strength, speed, and skill — leaving 





teams like Riley, with their All-State 
running back Matt Wills, scoreless. 

The biggest change from last year, 
though, was “TNT’’ (the defensive 
line). Last season these positions 
were held by senior Kent Wickham at 
right tackle, Aaron Windbigler at nose 
and junior Wes Wiemer at left tackle, 
each weighing between 230-240 Ibs. 
This year Craig Humphrey and Brian 
Parker filled the tackle and nose po- 
sition, both weighing around 200 Ibs.,; 
nevertheless, area offensive lines 
were devastated by their quick attack. 

During the Riley game Penn suf- 
fered the greatest loss of the year. 
Senior All-State linebacker Steve Car- 
ter suffered a severe leg injury that put 
him out for the rest of the season. 
Carter was a second-year starter and, 
according to Coach Geesman, was 
one of Penn’s best athletes. The 
shock of this loss, however, seemed 
to put the Kingsmen in a rage as they 
pounded the Wildcats 50-0. 

It was an electrifying season for the 
fans as well. The age-old rivalry of 
Penn vs. Mishawaka was no excep- 
tion. With an attendance of nearly 
8,000 fans and emotions running 
high, Penn’s defeat of the Cavemen 
24-7 will not quickly be forgotten. 


But of all the great games of this 
season, truly the most emotional and 
tense was the Washington game. On 
paper, Washington seemed to be the 
better team. They were seasoned, 
having played together for a couple of 
years. They possessed the size and 
ability to upset the Kingsmen — but 
Penn just wouldn't accept their seem- 
ing superiority. In the last quarter of 
the game, Penn was down 13-7. 
Penn’s offense was struggling with 
Washington’s powerful defense. But 
things started to change when Brent 
Baldwin found senior tight end Rob 
Cristinzio for a spectacular 27-yard 
first down reception, putting the 
Kingsmen in position for the last 
touchdown that gave Penn the victory 
14-13. 

The stadium shook with excitement 
even as there was an unexpected 
black-out due to a power failure just 
as the extra point went through the 
goal post with no time left on the 
clock. Fans flooded the field to cel- 
ebrate the victory, relying only on the 
lights from the scoreboard and TV 
22's power source. For sure, nothing 
could stop players and fans that night!

hysical development is not 
taken lightly today. In an age 
of fast food, remote control mania, 
and microwaves, the importance of 
healthy physical development is rec- 
ognized by more educators.

permanent room numbers in the halls 
and measurements for vertical blinds 
during the week of Valentine’s Day, for 
example. 

There was still an occasional ‘hitch’ 
to be worked out: on Nov. 13, for ex- 
ample, the St. Joseph Co. Council had 
to agree to a variance to the sign or- 
dinance in order to keep the new 
$71,275 electrical sign in front of the 
high school because of its size. Two 
council members voted against it, 
suggesting the sign indicated 
“exorbitant and wasteful spending.” 
Penn’s message board is about 74 
square feet, according to Thomas 
Hartman, director of facilities. The or- 
dinance restricts such signs to 32 
square feet, according to County 
Building Commissioner Don Fozo. 
Penn's sign greeted students for the 
first time following Christmas vaca- 
tion. 

Other board responsibilities includ- 
ed the naming of the new gymnasium 
and pool. Even with construction 
completed, however, P-H-M’s board 
and administration will keep busy 
with technical implementation, main- 
tenance, and financing.

Death of popular student as result of 
drunken driver stimulates student interest 
in S.A.D.D. — Students Against Drunk

n August 2, 1990, 


6) Dawn White was killed 


by a drunk driver. The driver 
had ignored the stop sign and 
hit Dawn’s truck on the pas- 
senger’s side where her 
friend, Amy Chodzynski was 
sitting. Both Dawn and Amy 
were thrown from the truck, 
which then rolled on top of 
Dawn. They both died the 
next day. 


Like most teenagers, Dawn 
had idols. Nikki Sixx from 
Motley Crue was her favorite. 
She also loved to ride horses 
and raise cats. 


Dawn was the type of per- 
son that everyone could get 
along with. She cared deeply 
for her friends and family. 
Those who were close to 
Dawn knew how special she 
was — how affectionate and 
sensitive she was to other 
people. But Dawn had ques- 
tions — like most teenagers. 


She wrote, in a paper in 
ninth grade English: “I won- 
der... .What kind of job will | 
have? Will I be able to support 
myself with that job? Who will 
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I marry, if anyone? What will he 
be like?. . .Will he tum out to be 
a drug addict or an alcoholic? If 
so, how will I handle it? 


““And I also wonder about 
things like AIDS, rape, cancer, 
and nuclear war. 


““Also a big thing for all 
teenagers is love . What is 
love?. ..And how do I know if I 
love a person and if I want to 
spend the rest of my life with 


that person?. . .I guess we must [& 


all simply trust our hearts.... 


“It’s just all so confusing. I’m 
afraid of growing old and 
dying.... 

“My teenage years are, in a 
way, the worst years of my life, 
but they’re also the best.” 


Even though the friendships 
she had ranged from one year 
to all her life, the love she gave 
them all was unconditional.

“It was difficult to attach the ribbon 
to the school,’’ Mrs. Bertha Anderson, 
sponsor of S.A.D.D., said. 

In the short time the group had to 
do this, they were able to raise $1,000 
for a leadership camp that helps stu- 
dents learn to speak about drugs and 
alcohol to others. 

This year there was a sizeable in- 
crease in the number of members 
who joined S.A.D.D. There were close 
to 120 students in the chapter. The 
main reason for the increase has been 
attributed to the death of Dawn White. 

Although the S.A.D.D. chapter had a 
difficult time tying ribbons, they have 
not given up the fight to make the laws 
against drinking and driving tougher 
and to make the consequences more 
formidable.

SAMMY DAVIS JR., the lovable song 
and dance man: died in May. MALCOLM 
FORBES, publisher and “unabashed” cap- 
italist; died in February. JIM HENSON, cre- 
ator of the Muppetts and voice of Kermit 
the Frog; died in May. RYAN WHITE, the 
Hoosier school boy who battled to over- 
come prejudice toward AIDS victims and 
won the right to attend public school: died 
at age 18 in April 1990 after a five-year 
struggle with the disease.

best! Despite the intense and argqu- 
mentive pressure, however, the news- 
paper staff still manages to print ap- 
proximately 2,200 Pennant papers 
every three weeks. 

The apparently apathetic attitude of 
the student body towards The Pennant 
stirs mixed emotions from the staff- 
ers. One reporter, Angie Rediger, said, 
“The newspaper gives other students 
information about activities they oth- 
erwise might not have known about. It 
also provides the students a chance 
to voice their ideas and opinions.” 
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In a different light, Dan Hanley, cent- 
er spread editor, felt that the student 
body **.. .overly ridicules and ignores 
The Pennant.” 

Whatever opinion the students 
hold, Ms. Julie Watkins, Pennant ad- 
viser, noted, *‘A newspaper produced 
by students is an essential element of 
any school. This is the means through 
which students can help their peers 
learn, voice opinions, and showcase 
writing skill.’’ 

A weak point which Watkins sensed 
was the lack of features, photos, copy 
editing and student participation. 

“Penn has a lot of smart kids who 
hold opinions,”’ she said. 


But The Pennant has offered stories 
about Kingsmen sports, feature arti- 
cles about such topics as discrimi- 
nation, opinions from staffers and stu- 
dents, entertainment, and a newly 
added student page full of short writ- 
ings by current students. 

Despite the deadline-induced quar- 
rels and bickerings, however, the staff 
admits to having developed close 
friendships. They have also worked 
toward changing the negative tide of 
opinion toward the paper. But, if read- 
ers do nothing but criticize, the staff 
finds it more difficult to identify cre- 
ative events and people who will in- 
terest the readers.
